My Dear FRIEND :— 

What next?? Inthese days the Missionary does not 
pine for lack of public notice. As a class we are in danger 
of being puffed up with notoriety. Yesterday it was “the 
Missionary lives in extravagant luxury;” then “ the me 
sionary buys up his converts. Missions are a failure; ’ 
“The Missionary is one who turns the world upside down. 
He is a seditious fellow.” “The Missionaries are to blame 
for the war in China;” “the Missionaries speak harsh to 
the natives. They don’t show the Christ love ;”—* the 
Missionaries come from the lower stratum of society and 
are narrow and bigoted ;’—‘“ They are an uneducated 
class 

Thus in pedantic procession the criticisms march along. 
The last is from a New York Doctor who says :—*“ I can- 
not endure Missionaries becanse they are never prompt.” 
Well now sir!! hold on. You are right there perhaps. 
We plead guilty to the charge. Put our New York Doc- 
tor along side of us, and let him have 20 years of the 
same schooling we get and porhaps,—perhaps—that is if 
he lives the 20 years out, he may be guilty of the same 
lapse of character he claims to have observed in us. 


Something like this is the school of discipline in which 
we study. Itis Sunday. I say to my native cook, (the “ Boy”’); 
—‘ Boy, to-morrow noon you must have a cart loaded with 
food stuff, clothes, and sauce-pans, to go for a weer to the 
villages. You must be ready to start by noon.’ 


Monday noon, no cart “Boy, go at once and get the 
cart.”” He goes,—and brings the cart at 4 p.m. The 
cart-man asks for money in advance to buy straw for his 
bullocks to eat while on the journey. I give it and in- 
struct him to buy the straw and come at once as it is time 


to start. He disappears, takes his bullocks with him and 
does not return till 10 pa. AsI have appointed a meeting 
in a village 8 miles away for that evening when 7 o’clock 
comes, I leave word with the Boy to get the cart-man and 
come on, and mounting my “Bike” ride off into the night. 
That night my luggage does not come. J] sleep on a board 
all night. ‘The next morning at 9 o’clock the cart arrives. 
“Why are you so late coming?” On the journey the cart- 
man and the Boy both slept, the bullocks went right past 
the village and wandered off into the fields. Moreover my 
cot fell out of the cart during the night and is lost. 


I eat some toast, two eggs and a cup of tea and start 
for the next camp 12 miles away. I instruct the “ Boy” 
and cart-man to come on ina hurry. They take 6 hours 
to come 12 miles and give me my breakfast at 4.30 P m. 


The next morning I get up early, have tea and toast 
load baggage into the cart and send the cart at 6 am. I 
go on iwny bicycle. On the way the tire of the old cart fell 
off, the cart is delayed and I get my breakfast at 5,39 p.a. 
having had nothing to eat since 6 A.M. 


The next morning the Itinerating Band were to meet 
me in a village 10 miles away from where I was camping. 
As I could not depend on my cart, I got up in the early 
morning and went by Bike to the village. After waiting 
& hours for the Band. I started back to camp. 2 miles 
out on the way I met the band just coming to the viilage. 

The next evening I arranged to go to a village to hold 
a meeting. I ordered my dinner at 3.30, and got it at 
7.00 pM. That night I hired a man to sit by the clock 
and to waken me at 3 a.m. soI could go to catch a train 
milesaway. Fortunately I wakened myself, for the man 
whom I had set to call me could not be found anywhere. 
T started for the Railway station in good time, but a 
strong head wind set in soon after I started on my “ Bike” 
and as I came into the station [ saw the lights of the train 
just vanishing up the road. 
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T sat down and wrote a telegram to a Missionary friend, 
“May 1 have early dinner with you to-night?” I took 
the next train and when I got tothe friend’s house at 
G rat. he had received no telegram and knew nothing of 
my coming. After I had been there a half hour, the 
telegram came so I had a Iate dinner. 


That might I had to go to the top of the Mountain. 
A hireda pony. The distance up is!2 miles. The pony 
~ went 4 miles of the journey and then gave out and would 
+ not go wnother step. It was midnight, cold and dark. 
) As I had ridden 52 miles on my bicycle that day, I was 
too tired to walk up. ‘There was nothing else to do but to 
build a fire lie down in the warm smoke and wait till the 
pony had rested sufficiently to take me up the rest of the 
) journey. Occasionally getting up and gathering brush to 
keep my fire going I waited till daylight to finish my 
journey. 

This is the kind of training school in which we study. 
In such a school a Missionary finally learns not to set an 
exact time for starting, nor an exact time for reaching. 
He thus saves himself all the nervous struggle of trying 
to do the impossible. The one who does otherwise is like- 
ly to become a subject for Rudyard Kippling’s poetry. 

“The name on a tombstone white 

Of the man who tried to hustle the East.” 

Oh yes! we plead guilty to the charge and are glad to 
have enough life left to plead guilty. We know we are 
full of faults. But with all our weakness we are trying to 
do His work. Will you pray for us?

ERIEND :— 


I sit down to-day to tell you of the visit to Melur and 
‘Tirupuvanam which the American Board Deputation have 
just made. As you know, the Deputation is made up of 
Dr. J. L. Barton of Boston, Board Secretary; Dr. Loba of 
Evanston, and Mr. Whittemore of the Congregationalist ; 
all three God’s noblemen! To fellowship with such men 
in the jungles of India was a fine privilege! 


On Aug. 30 we visited the great Hindu Festival at Ala- 
gar Coil, where they saw with their own eyes Hinduism 
bowing down to its golden idol. We camped in tents near 
by. All day of the 29th every pathway winding into the 
sacred temple became alive with ceaseless throngs of people 
in garments of every color who in unbroken procession 
were going to the temple. 


All night the same ceaseless stream, in the bright light 
of the full moon, kept pouring past our road-side camp. 
One group of villagers would be led by a drum corps, 
another group marched to the time of songs sung in praise 
of the gods, but most of them slipped quietly along in the 
flecked moon-light, a ghostly procession. 


The next morning when we went inside of the high wall 
inclosure, a sacred place of 15 or 20 acres, litterly thou- 
sands of people had assembled. In one corner of the 
inclosure, stands the temple with its dome of gold, under 
which is the great stone idol. The stone idol, being too 
heavy to move, the temple authorities have had a small one 
made of gold which they carry about in procession. In 
the first place just a word about the History of the god, 
whose name is Alagar. 
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There was a man of the thief caste. He was rich in 
cattle and became a man of influence. But he fell in love 
with a Mohammedan woman and sinned. He went to the 
pocket of this mountain where the water springs forth 
and performed the purification ceremony in the fountain. 
The waters became holy, the man at death was deified and 


the temple was built for his worship. Then the idol was 


put in the temple. Every year the idol is taken to this 
fountain to bathe. It is believed that the waters have 
special cleansing virtues at this time, and thousands come 
to wash away their sins at this festival. And now I shall 
tell what we saw, and what we saw was Hindu worship. 
In a portion of the temple there is a flight of 18 stone 
steps. This flight of steps is called “The 18 steps-god.” 
Kach step has a name and in each step a god is supposed 
to dwell. These are worshiped. The great door ways 
leading to these steps are opened but-once a year. Before 
these closed doors was a great crowd of people, inthe cen- 
ter of which were five or six women standing «in a semi- 
circle. They were supposed to be possessed by devils, 
before them were three devil dancers who were trying to 
exorcise the devils. These devil dancers each had on a 
pair of bright colored bathing tights that fitted them from 
the waist to the thigh, around their waists were tied strings 
of sheep-bells. In their right hand each carried a bunch 
of flax woven into a whip-lash, in the left hand a long 
walking staff. They danced up and down in wid frenzy, 
slashing the air with the whip-lash, and yelling a dole- 
ful chant in the faces of the possessed women. 


(It is only women who seem to gét possessed in India.) 
Finally one woman fell to the ground and rolled her eyes 
as though about to die. Then sitting up she leaned for- 
ward on her hands and withfrantic contortions of her body 
she repeatedly beat the dust with her dishevelled hair. 


Upon the head of another woman, stones were placed 
and she, bearing the stones upon her head, was driven with

many a blow by the dancers, outside of the inclosure to a 


certain tree where she threw the stones and thus freed 
herself from the evil spirit. 


_ At this festival sheep and goats are sacrificed as an offer- 
ing for sin. The blood is spilled under the doorway of the 
“18 steps-god.”” The head and the skin goes to the temple 
and become a source of revenue, but the carcass belongs 
to the worshiper and he carries it back to his village to 
feast upon. Some worshipers were in the habit of carry- 
ing away not only the carcass but also the hide. ‘To pre- 
vent this theft the authorities have built a slaughter house, 
with but one small door, and all who goin and out must 
pass through that door. Even then some people will 
sacrifice their own animals outside of the great enclosure 


so that they can still keep the hide; which is valued at 
about 35 cents. : 


In another small inclosure people were having the hair 
shaved off of their heads. The strange woman with whom | 
the god was too familiar was a Mohammedan, all Moham- 
medan males according to their custom shaved off all the 


hair of their heads. The people think that the god Ala- 


gar will be pleased with them if they too perform this — 
Mohammedan rite. 


In one place giant sandles, the gods’ shoes are placed. 
These the people seize and beat themselves over the head, 


as a symbol that they humble themselves under the feet of 
the god. 


The temple is built in this beautiful pocket of the moun- 
tain because of a living fountain of water that gushes out 
of the mountain side. Here Alagar god bathed to wash 
away his sin, and here the worshipers come by hundreds. 
They crowd, and push each other and each struggles to get — 
a vessel of water from the very opening where it bursts — 
out of the mountain side. Baptised in this water they go 
forth cleansed from all sin. 
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The last great day of the feast is the day of the drawing 
of the car. The golden idol is put into a heavy car built 
like a temple on wheels and decked out in glittering tinsel. 
The elephant leads, bands of music play and then hundreds 
of hands seize the ropes and the car is slowly drawn 
around the “race track.’’? Then the idol is taken into the 
temple and stowed away in a dusty closet till the next 
festival 6 months hence. 


Such was the festival which we attended. Of the two 
days spent in Melur I must tell you in another letter.

My Dear FRIEND :— 


I was in a certain village the other day preaching, when 
aman came running, seeking me. He brought a letter 
from Daniel who, with his wife Gnanamony are teaching 
the Hindu Girls’ School at Tirupatur 25 miles away. The 
message read as follows :—‘‘ My beloved wife, Gnanamony 
has reacked into the Kingdom of God at 8 o’clock. Please 
send the Pastor to perform the burial services.” 


Immediately the Pastor started. There is only one other 
Christian family in that large heathen town. As the Pas- 
tor went he wondered how he could give a respectable 
burial service. ‘‘ Who will sing the Christian Lyric? Be- 
cause of Hindu superstition in such matters, who will carry 
the corpse? All the relatives are many miles away who 
will comfort the crushed husband and motherless children?” 
He did not know how the dear little woman, by her strong 
and devoted service of 14 yearsin that bigoted town had 
gathered up into her life the love and affection of those 
heathen people!! So when he reached the house great was 
his surpr'se to find the house filled with mourners. All the 
heathen from surrounding houses had gathered, and 
the women in Hindu fashion were wailing and beating their 
breasts. It was plain to see they had loved the lost one 
as a sister. 


The Pastor’s surprise was still greater, when he learned 
that these same Hindus, contrary to all their customs, had 
made all arrangements for the funeral. The women had 
bathed, dressed and garlanded the body; the men had 
secured a suitable box for the coffin; the grave was dug; 
and all were waiting. 


At last Gnanamony was lifted into the coffin for her last 
journey. The Pastor rose to address the people, but where 


* 


were the singersP Then was seen a sight strange for 
this heathen land. Gnanamony’s schoo! girls, all Hindus, 
gathered beside their dead teacher and before the wonder- 
ing eyes of their relatives and friends, began tv sing the 
beautiful Lyrics which she had taught them. 


After the service in the house another strange thing 
happened. The Hindu men came forward and lifting the 
remains to their shoulders, bore it out to the cart which 
was to bear it to the grave. To reach this it was necessary 
to pass through the entire town. Ordinarily Hindu women 
do not go to the grave. But on this occasion men, women 
and children in solemu procession marched all the way to 
the burying ground, while the school girls gathered 
directly behind the cart and followed all the way singing 
the 90th Psalm and many other Christian songs. As their 
sweet voices rang out through the dusty bazaars and mel- 
lowed in the shade of the cocoanut groves through which 
they passed, hundreds of eyes beheld the strange new 
scene. And many hearts were newly touched by this beau- 
tiful life that had spent itself in self-sacrificing service. 


When I was a boy I remember once hearing the old Ne- 
gress washer-woman say, as she leaned over the fence 
watching a funeral procession pass. “ One by one the 
Lawd am callin’ his chillun home.” 


One by one we shall all go. And it is ‘ glory on top of 
glory ’’ when one can lay down his life amid such scenes of 
well earned affection and love ard can hear the plaudit 
of Heaven “‘ Well done good and faithful servant. Enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lord.” The beauty and frag- 
rance of her sunny life, so faithful 1 In service will tarry long 
in Memories not a few. 
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The Opinion of whe Native Preacher on India. 


With eleven native preachers, I have just finished 
a. 10 days’ tour of preaching through a circle -.of 
143 villages. where - we preached to more than 7,600 ™ 
hearers. At the close of this tour I asked the men to tell 
me what. had impressed. them specially on this tour as a 
matter calculated to give us courage as to the, growth of 
the Kingdom ia the hearts of the people: or as a matter 

to discourage us in our work. , Is. the Kingdom coming.or 

I quote below some of the replies :—_ 


T was surprised to hear the Hindus singing Christian 
Lyrics... One man was singing, Jesus [.am a-sinner. 
Rule over me.’ In andther village 2 man sang, ‘Oh, 


Jesus, thou only Savior! me.’ 


“T was impressed-i in one a woman who, 
began to preach, went from house'to house and:gathered 
the people to hear about Jesus, In. another village a 
Pariah man said, «““I know you who you are. »You have 
- come to preach about Jesus Christ.” Then he turned to 
his village. people: who: had gathered to hear. and said, 
‘Now listen to what these men say:’ How often I. have 
told you that. Jesus is the only true God. But when I 
have worshiped only Him, you have come to beat me 
with clubs and to burn my house over my head. J ust listen 
to what these men say, ‘I beli ve that Je esus Christ i is the | 


true God.’ ” \

“Many of the low caste iphieale: show by their attitude 
of mind that they are near to the kingdom.’ The oppres- 
ison of their caste masters them from openly 
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“TI have been working in this station many years. I have 


noticed three distinct steps of development in the commu- 


nity. first there was a time when the people were indiffer- 
ent to our preaching or ridiculed it. Secondly there was 
a time of open hostility when preachers went about preach- 
ing against us. At night the people would join and 
throw stones and cow-dung upon us. ‘Thirdly :—these 


_ times are passed away. On this itineracy we have been in 


\ 


the same villages where they used to stone us and throw 
\cow-dung, and as [ think it over I marvel at the change. 


‘When we come into a Willage, the people say “They have 
come to tell us good things” and they give the closest at- 
tention. When we leave the village the people will bee 
us to stay and preach longer. Many of the Hindus are 
now singing Christian songs. ”

“Even the attitude of the women has changed. I had 
preached to some men who appeared faithless. When I 
had finished, their wives came out of their houses and 
begged me to tell them the things I had been saying. 
Then they said this man speaks the truth.” One woman 
said ‘of course our idols are: all a lie. They give us 
help. The one who created us is yonder.’ pointing to 
heaven, ‘ He only can save us.’ Then turning to the rest 
of the villagers with a face lit up with the dawn of intel- 
ligence she “— — to give up the worship of idols 


and worship J esus.’

“Three-fourths of their ignorance is gone. | They have 


stopped saying ‘be-gone!. be-gone.’ ‘They are now saying 
‘tell more! tell more?” 


-©Tn a village the people said ‘whatever is useful-to me, 


‘that is my god. The hoe serves me sol worship, ‘The 


plow does my bidding, I worship that. The hatchet cuts 
my firewood so I worship the hatchet. The firewood ‘cooks 


my food so I worship the tree which gives the firéwood.’ — 


Then I showed the accordeon which was in my hands, and 
said, ‘hear what sweet music this makes. Why don’t you 


worship it?’ At once they all raised their hands and wor-— 
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shiped the accordeon. Then I said ‘ but this accordeon was 
made by the white man. Why don’t you worship the 
white manP’ Again they all raised their hands and wor- 
shiped the white man. Then I told them of God who 


made the white man and all creations. He alone is worthy 
to be worshiped. 


But such ignorant people are in the back villages. 
Formerly the people thought the idol was God. Now since 
Christianity has taught them better they say that the gr - 
tesque and unclean idol is only used by them as a symbol 
to make them think of God.”

Many of the Hindus in these days claim not to worship 
the idols, but say as Christians use the Lord’s Supper to 
bring to mind the death and sacrifice of Jesus, so the 
idols are placed here and there in order that the people 
may keep in mind the thought of God. And when they 
see the idol they at once lift hands and eyes to heaven. 

The story of the Prodigal son is one well fitted to India. 
In one village we used the Magic Lantern and told of the 
Prodigal. As we were going to our tents afterwards, a 
man was found in a disconsolate state sitting alone in the 
dark. ‘Oh sirs,’ he said ‘I am that prodigal of whom you 


were preaching. I have squandered my substance in 
riotous living aud now I am in want.’ 


There is not in these words of the men one note of dis- 
couragement, but instead everywhere there is an unwav- 
ering confidence in God who is walking through the midst 


_ of the people and changing minds and characters and estab- 


lishing His kingdom. In order to bring the kingdom quick- | 
er to these 373,000 souls in the Melur ‘‘parish,” we need to 
double the number of Native preachers.—F. HE. J. 

‘‘T was impressed with the need of more preachers, it is 
very important that the Gospel should be preached again 
and again in these villages. In many villages visited the 
people said they had heard this truth only once or twice 
before. How can dense ignorance be removed from minds 
of people who hear the truth but a few times in their lives, 
and how can they hear without a preacher?”

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Dear FRIEND :— 


I write below some important results and some interest- 
ing incidents connected with my work in the Dindigul Sta- 
tion during the year 1904. 


- Dindigul Station contains a population of 320,000 souls. 
The Mission plant which is established for reaching these 
consists of four organized churches, a combined boarding 
school of 108 boysand girls, 1 Middle or Grammar school, 
22 Primary and village schools, 2 Hindu girls’ schools and 
a band of 69 helpers or 1 Chrirtian worker to every 4,638 
of the population. 3 


Of the 4 churches only one has a native pastor. Dur- 
ing the year we have had a gain of 357 adherents so that 
our present Christian community numbers 2,517 souls, or 
one Christian to every 127 of the population. This is the 
largest aunual increase that the station has ever known. 
The membership in the 4 churches is now 735 which is an 
increase of 126 for the year. The native contributions 
have increased from Rs. 904 in 1903, to Rs. 1,059 in 190+. 
So we rejoice in the good results of the year’s work; and 
the more so as these results seem to be but the beginning 
of a still greater blessing during the coming year. 


In some measure the old indifference on the part of the 
Hindus seems to be breaking away, and an eagerness to be 
identified with the Christian community to be springing 
up. 

The old expression, ‘like pouring water on a duck’s © 
back” well describes what often seemed to be the result 
of our work. The duck thoroughly enjoys the cup full of 
water, but the water rolls away and the duck is as dry as 
ever. So it is too often with the Hindu. He will give assent 
to the teaching with the greatest show of approval and then 
get up and go right on in his old life of sin, without con- 
ceiving the idea that he should mould his own conduct by 
the truth which he has just approved. I often stand in

amazement and am oppressed with discouragement at this 
characteristic of the Hindu mind. 


Sometimes the Hindu is opposed to Christianity because 
it interferes with his easy custom of life. Sometimes he 
hates it because, asin Christ’s time the people hated the 
light because their deeds were evil.” 


The high caste people of the Lower Pulney Hills hold 
the low caste people ina form of servitude. The system 
is illustrated by the following instance :—Twelve years ago 
a high caste man loaned Rs. 60 to an out-caste man. ‘The 
out-caste man bound his two sons of about 10 years of age 
to the high caste man, for three years to work off the Rs. 
60 debt. ‘he combined service of these two boys was 
valued at Rs. 20 per year. They were also to have two 
meals a day anda pair of blankets for the year. ‘Those 
two boys are now bearded men and they still serve in order to 
pay off the debt of Its. 60 incurred fifteen years ago. They 
cannot get out of this man’s clutches. Into a community 
practicing such inhumanity, Christianity is uot welcomed 
' py the masters, for it soon spoils their unjust gains by 


breaking up the bondage. 


In another village we were holding tent meetings. but 
a great band of Hindus assembled near the tent beating 
tom-toms, and singing so loudly that the preacher in the 
_ tent could not be heard. I, in a kindly way, invited them 
to come into the tent and sing.. They declined and sang 
louder outside. The next night a still larger band assembled 
quadrupled the noise and confusion. | again went amongst 
them and gave them a persunal invitation into the tent, 
They roughly declined the invitation. 


On the 3rd night just before we reached the tent for the 
evening meeting. ‘These rough fellows set the tent on fire. 
1 was puzzled not a little to know the cause for such an 
open and persistent opposition. On inquiry I learned that 
certain rude “fellows of the baser sort ’”’ were in the habit 
of joining with the police, and extorting money from the 
villagers and keeping up a reign of terror among the peo- 
ple for the purpose of extorting money from them, They 
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did not want Christianity there because they rightly knew 
that if the light came in the darkness with its deeds must 
flee away. 

Ignorance and superstition still hold the people in bond- 
age. Even those who have received soine education are still 


controlled by strange superstitions. 1 came upon a village 


this year, where guards were posted about the outskirts, 
so that no one from the out-side could enter. I learned 
that it was the week of the ‘‘ blood worship.” In former 
times a human victim was offered to the god. It 1s doubt- 
ful if, in these days under the eye of the English Govern- 
ment a human life is actually taken to make the offering ; 
but the god still demands hnman blood, and so a man is 
selected with great secrecy, his vains are opened and his 
blood spilled upon the idol. 


This village is also located on the hills, and while I was 
camping there in my tent, a tiger was coming nightly and 
killing off their cattle. A dozen animals had already been 
killed. So the villagers turned out night after night in 
bands and scoured the hill tops; but could not find the 
beast. 

Near this village dwelling in caves of the mountains, are 
communities of “wild men,’—probably the remnents of 
the aboriginal tribes. ‘hese people are unclad, and live 
ou roots and wild-honey. When the caste people had hant- 
ed and failed to find the tiger, they decided that the tiger 
was not a tiger at all, but was one of these wild-men, who 
had the magic power to turn himself into a tiger and back 
into a man again at will. ‘They all joined and raided a 
community of these wild men. But the killing still con- 
tinued till they actually shot the real tiger. 

We often feel the need of native leaders of ability :— 
Men who can and will assume large responsibilities. The 
quality of our helpers is doubtless gradually rising, and 


they will gradualiy grow in ability to lead. 


But there are no people on earth that can surpass some 
of our helpers in faithfulness. 


One catechist was sent for evangelistic work into the 
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frontier. The Hindus did not want Christianity and they 
threatened again and again to stab and shoot the catechist. 
He told me of these threats, but added, “{ am willing to 
give my life for Jesus. I will still preach there and show 
my love for Him.” And he has kept right on till he has 
won two new villages for Christ. 


During the year 1903 there was quite a movement towards 
Christianity in this station. The work of this year has 
been modeled so as to make the most of that movement. 
A catechist or a teacher is sent to a village where there is 
hope of securing converts, He spends several months in 
preparing the way and then | go with a small band of 
helpers and hold a “tent”? meeting for a week or so in 
that village. The effort is made to overcome that charac- 
teristic procrastination of the Hindus and get them to 
make immediate decision for Christ. 


‘What you say is good.” “It is trae.” “We will get 
the chief men together and consider about becoming Chris- 
tians.” ‘‘ We will all be Christians bye and bye.” These 
are the sayings we meet with in many villages. And the 
villagers soon get into a habit of dismissing truth in this 
way and although they may have good intentions they fail 
to reach a decision. | 

Even our helpers get baffled by these answers and they 
too form the habit of saying in reply, ‘That is right. 
Think the matter over and make your decision,” and there 
the matter drops. 

We pitched our camp for “tent meeting ” at Kambala- 
yanaikanpatty. On the 3rd night of our meetings we were 
all delighted when 8 men, heads of families, arose in the 
aftermeeting and publicly stated their determination to 
give up their idols and receive and worship Jesus only. 

The next day the personal workers caine in from their 
house to house visitation and said, ‘‘ The people all show a 
good mind, they promise to consider the matter. We have 
every hope that some-day the whole village will come over 
to Christianity.” | 

But I said “ We have come now to receive them into the 


| 
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Christian fold. Let us doit now. If God could give us 
eight families, why should he not now give us all the 
rest of the village?” And falling upon our knees we 
prayed till we had faith to believe God would. And that 
night all the rest of the village did come over, in all 70 
souls. | 


In another village the sume experience was repeated. 
The tent was pitched fora week. At first a few leading 
families only signed a pledge promising to give up their 
idols and to place themselves under Christian instruction. 
But we said if a few leading men bave this desire, why 
should not the whole village be bronght at once into the 
light. So the catechists were sent into the village and all 
day long visited from house to house. I[n the afternoon 
they came to me in the tent rejoicing, saying that every- | 
household without exception had accepted Christ. On Sun-— 
day morning the whole village men, woinen and children 
joined in procession ard playing their quaint wild music, 
came to the tent meeting, garlended me with flowers, and 
sang and danced before the Lord, as they gave their names 
in Christian fellowship. Soon after this there was an epi- 
demic in that village and four children died in one short 
week. ‘The Hindus in an adjoiniry village rediculed the 
Christians and said, ‘‘ l'his is because you have left the 
ancestral gods.” But the people have stood firm and are 


making satisfactory progress. 


Next to the joy of gathering the wanderers in is that of 
making peace in congregations rent by strife. There was 
a long standing quarrel between two brothers over the divi- 
sion of property. We labored with these men from early 
morning till 4 0’clock in the afternoon, not even taking 
time to eat. But it was labor well done. For they both 
finally accepted the written agreement we presented and. 
each signed it. Even then one of them signed with 
reluctence. Though he signed his name tothe written 
agreement, he refused to exchange “ betel-nut’’ with his 
brother. This must be done in making a binding pledge. 
When I urged him to do so, he dropped on his face and 


() 


grasping my feet, he with tears besought me not to com- 
pel him to exchange this pledge of faithfulness and 
forgiveness. But I firmly insisted. At last he arose, 
and gave to his brother, and received the betel-nut from 
his brother. With a prayer tor God’s blessing upon them 
we came away, ‘I'hey are both keeping their pledge, 


This same scene has been repeated in a number of con- 
gregations during the year. ‘Thus in manifold ways the 
work is being pushed and God is blessing it. But [ can 
hardly tell you the burdeu that rests upon me when I see 
so many open doors ani am so cramped for funds that 1 
cannot enter. As ve read the papers and from this distant 
point look out upon the social life at Home; as we read of 
the banquets, and social functions of the large salaries paid 
and the immence fortunes being helped up; it seems to us 
that 16 would be so easy for the church at home to really 
push the work hear, and not feel it. 


Dindigul station can be helped :— 
1. By the prayers of God’s people. decry 
2. By the gift of enough money to put 100, native 
helpers into this field. 
3. By the gift of money to supplement what the peo- 


ple can do towards building prayer houses and 
churches. 


This year the rains have failed and there will be great 
suffering even if we are not plunged into a famine. As | 
write a cluster of sad faced boys are standing in the door- 
way begging me to take them in to the Boarding school 
this year. The Mission gives me an appropriation for the 
support of 20 children into the school. [ have already re- 
ceived 60 children. ‘Ilhese boys must go back to their vil- 
lage. For how can I raise money to feed the 60 children 
already in the school? $12.00 to $15.00 will support a 
child for a year and help to fit them for the work of the 
Lord later on (and how much we need them !!). These are 
the things that make tho missiagary work a heavy care, 
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PRESSING NEEDS IN PALNI STATION. 


1. $35 would make it possible to begin work at Pullyurnattam. 
There are 150 devil worshipers there who would tomorrow, as 
Christians, place themselves under instruction if a suitable teacher 


could be supplied. 


2. Another $40 would begin a work at Kosavapatty, where 
209 worshipers of the bloody goddess Kalliammai are willing to 
become Christians at once. 


3. $45 would keep a good man working a year in Tumbich- 
ampatty. There are 300 people of the same caste there. Their 
head man visited me with the request that I should open work 
there. He says he and all his people are ready to become Christ- 
ians. They must have some one to show them the way. 


4. $35 will put a man in Puthucottai where live 125 more 
people, most of these 3 years ago came over to Christianity, but as 
there was no money to keep a teacher there to encourage and in- 
struct them, the depressing influences of heathenism and caste 
persecutions proved too powerful and they relapsed into the wor- 
ship of the devils in those parts. | 


5. In Old Aiygudi the people have promised $35 towards 
building a school and prayer house. $45 more are needed to com- 
plete this and build a house fora teacher. 40 families may be 
expected to place themselves under Christian instruction there. 


6. In New Aiygudi the opening was so promising amongst 
200 families of gardeners, that I have ventured to put a teacher 
there and now a friend has promised to send me money for his 
_ support. If a strong work can be carried on amongst them and 
they become Christians they can very soon become self-supporting. 


7. In the slums of Palni itself a real “mission” is needed 
amongst a population of 1,500 souls in that street. $30 would put 
an old building there in order and $30 more would keep a man 
working among them for a year. “45 


8. $35 will build a house in Poppanpatty for the teacher to. 
live in. The people have already helped in building a school and 
prayer house. I tremble for the health of the brave teacher and 
his little family during the coming rainy season as they have only 
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a miserable hut for shelter. This is a new work. Already 3 fami- 
lies have become Christians and many others are expected soon. 


9. $1000, 4 the cost of your pleasure automobile, will put up 
a suitable building for a grammar school in Palni town. Now 150 
boys study with us till they pass the IV Standard at the age of 
12 or 18. A good grammar school would make it possible for us 
to carry them on thro the next 3 or 4 of the most impressionable 
years of their life. This would increase the usefulness of our work 
in education here to a point out of all proportion with the invest- 
ment: A splendid opportunity ! 


10. Ifmy lady friend who paid $30 for a spring hat a few 
days ago, will invest her next $30 in Toombalapatty, a worker, 
who was stopped by my predecessor for lack of funds, can be 
replaced there and a Christian congregation be established in a 
few months time. 


11. The roof of the Boarding school is just ready to fall in. 
It will cost $13 to repair it. [ do not have the money. 


12. Besides the above I have appealed already to the Woman’s 
Board for $165 to put up a building for the Hindu Girls school in 
Palni and $150 for the new houses for a teacher and two Bible 
women. 


‘These are a few of the most appealing openings for new work, 
the openings I should enter at once if funds were in sight. I also 
have a scheme for pushing an organization amongst the substantial 
gardeners. ‘These would be able speedily to support their own 
work. But because of the adamantine walls of caste, to bring them 
to the Christian way will take a seige! But it is worth while! \ 


The temple on the hill opposite has a new dome of shining 
old. Itis glorious in the morning sun Some years ago a band 
of robbers braved the dangers to be expected from the idol and at 
night cut away the old one. Since then the god has not been 
dignified by its customary gold covering. here is a caste of rich 
-money lenders who were formerly regarded as of low origin and 
were consequently not allowed to enter Hindu temples. By their 
shrewd grasping “ Jewish” investments they have become rich and 
powerful. ‘ihey are now struggling by a lavish expenditure of 
money to buy thetrright of way into the interior of the temple. 
The right of putting on a new dome of gold belongs to the high 
easte only, but these money lenders coveted the honor. So the 
came early to the festival with the sum of Rs. 50,000, determined 
to have this privilege. They are said first to have visited the 
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important temple priests and managers and even the Government 
officials and to have overcame their opposition by the gifts of rich 
bribes. ‘To one man alone they gave Rs. 3000. Then it was 
possible to cause a notice to be published thro’ out the country pro- 
claiming that the golden dome would not be set up till the 12th. 
All were invited to be present on that date, in order to conduct the 
ceremony. But on the 9th the money lenders were given the night 
of way and with the firing of heavy guns, the beating of tam-tame, 
and a grand parade of temple elephants the golden dome was carried 
up and set in its place. Only on the 12th when the high caste 
people came to worship did they learn of the trick that had been 
played on them, and the air was filled with sounds which were 
other than those of pious devotion. A convincing comment on the 
character of Hindu temple worship! ‘The influence of this form of 
temple enthusiasm is not difficult to calculate. 


A Hindu officialg said to me the other day “ of all the towns 
where I have lived this is the most corrupt. * «But with such a 
powerful Hindu temple here! ‘This ought to be an exceptionally 
good town,” I said. ‘“Itis because of the temple that the town 
is so corrupt!” he exclaimed.

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MADURA, souTH INDIA: 
| Grow. 27, 1908 


I am back in the land of India! This morningI drove 
through the streets of Madura and looked about me for 
signs of progress. There was the same multitude of crows 
cawing from the house tops, and the weavers by the road- 
side marching back and forth threading their looms thread 
by thread. ‘The same unsanitary odors arising from open 
sewers greeted the nostrils; in the dusty shadow of the 
street temples was to be seen sane horde of loungers; the 
half-clad natives in countless throngs bearing head burdens 
were moving up and down the streets as in days gone by. 


- The condition seemed so much the same as when [ left, 
that I was just saying tomyself “Slow India! No progress 
here,” when a “Honk! Honk! Honk!” greeted my ears. 
And looking up the street I saw an auto-cycle with a 
wheel chair attachment at the side, rushing down upon me. 
To my surprise both the man in the chair and the driver 


were half-clad Hindas, and they were managing the 


machine well and going at high speed. : 
A little further on I discerned a boy smoking a cigar- 


ette. After all India 1s moving and moving fast too, 


towards modern life! India promises in. the very near 
future to be a great market for manufactured articles from 
the West. My room-mate on ship was a woolen merchant 
from Leipsic coming to India with his goods. Another 
travelling companion was bringing out rubber goods for 
the Hindus. Two others were. coming to instal electric 
plants. The } young men of India are eager for cycles, 
American preferred. Chairs, looking glasses, buttons, 
paper, ‘pencils, slating for black-boards, desks, school 
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apparatus, carpenter’s tools, &c.,—these are some of the 
many things that are increasingly in demand from the 


West. 


The first start ing news to greet me on landing at 
Tuticorin, was that all India was in a state of feverish 
excitement over a dastardly attempt on the life of Sir 
Andrew Fraser, Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal who after 
a long period of service in India is on the eve of retiring. 

Prof. Burton cf Chicago University was to deliver a 
lecture in the Y.M.C.A. Hall in Calcutta. Sir Andrew 
had accepted an invitation to preside on the occasion. As 
he entered the door, a young Bengali student, of the 
sophomore grade, in the General Assembly’s Institution, 
Calcutta, rushed noon him and holding a pistol within six 
inches of his heart, pulled the trigger twice:. Both times 
the pistol failed to discharge. Mr. Barber, the Y.M.C.A. 
Secretary, boldly leaped upon the would-be-assassin, and in 
the struggle for possession of the pistol, was badly wound- 
ed himself. After the Police had secured the assassin, Mr. 
Burton proceeded with his lecture, while Sir Andrew 
presided as tho’ nothing had happened. The assassin was 
the student, an anarchist, upon whom the “ lot” had fallen for 
the killing of Sir Andrew. It appears that the attempt to 
assassinate the Lieutenant-Governor was not the mad act 
of a solitary fanatic, but the outcome of a deliberate cons- 
piracy on the part of some students of an organized school 
of anarchism. However the act is condemned in strong 
terms by the Native Press and by the vast majority of 
Kducated Hindus. “ The Hindu Patriot” says “It is 
inconceivable why the life of such a God fearing ruler as 
Sir Andrew Fraser should have been marked out for 
violence for this the third time.. His sympathy with 
the people is a characteristic feature of his kindly nature; 
and his administr:.tion has been conducted on righteous 
principles. Universal sympathy will be left for Sir 


Andrew, from every part of the Province and.all classes of 
the community will rejoice at his escape.” 

This: is a very extreme feature of the unrest in India. 
For violence is the creed only of a few misguided and un- 
principled students who have become the tools of hot- 
headed demagogues. All this is considered to be more or 
less the fruitage of a Government Education without 
religion—which turns out a body of educated but un- 
principle men. | 

So far as I can learn the unrest has not affected the 
masses; andthe loyalty of the educated classes to 
British Empire may be seen in the very first Article of the 
new constitution of the Indian National Congress. This is 
called “ The Allahabad Constitution” and reads as follows :— 

Article I “The objects of the Indian National Congress 
are, the attainment by the peonle of India of a system of 
Government similar to that enjoyed by the self-governing ~ 
members of the British Empire, and the participation by 
them in the rights and responsibilities of the Empire on 
equal terms with these members, and that these objects are 
to be achieved by all constitutional means. Not only by 
securing a reform of the Indian Administration, but also by 
developing and organizing the intellectual, moral, economic 
and industrial resources of the country.” 

King HEdward has just issued a proclamation to his 
Indian subjects. In this he has intimated that the inten- 
tion of Government is to place larger responsibilities upon 
the Indians as they become educated and qualified. He 
intimates that a Council of Indian Princes will be formed, 
an Indian will be appointed to the Viceroy’s Hxecutive 
Council and other opportunities for Government service be 
extended. He says “In this path I confidently expect 
and intend the progress henceforward to be steadfast and 

sure as education spreads, experience ripens and the lessons 
of responsibility are well learned by the keen intelligence 
and apt capabilities of India,” 


~$o we may calmly look upon the unrest as the:growing 
pains of the Empire, and expect that out of: it will come 
gradually a splendid nation under the English Crown— 
-one which shall be an added weight of glory to the wisdom 
-of English Statesmanship which shall have helped in recast- 
ing’ this ancient nation ; but the great foundation principles 
on which such a nation must rest are those established by 
Jesus Christ, and the Christian people from the West must 
continue to lay those foundations.

My Dear 


Please excuse the printed page again I want to reach 
more than one hundred of you, and if you do not like this 
or have no time to read it please return the same to me. 


After a ride of 36 miles, from the railway station, in 
a native cart we unloaded ourselves here at the mission 
bungalow. 


The Christians met us a mile out on the way and escorted 
us to our new home with the swelling sounds from a band 
of music. At the doorway they read us an address of 
welcome. | 


From the house top we look ont directly into the rock 
ribbed and everlasting hills, the Palni mountains, appeal- 
ing to us to explore their picturesque valleys and rugged 
canons. They are but five miles away. 


One half mile directly opposite the bungalow rises a 
peaked hill 300 ft. high. On top of this hill there rests 
a temple which is a very sacred place to multitudes of 
pilgrims from all over South India. As I sit here in my 
study, with my door opening out towards the temple. I 
can hear all day long the chant of the pilgrims as they 
toil up the stony height shouting over and over again in 
rythmic tones the name of the god that dwells in the tem- 


“ Haraharoo! Harahara!!” 
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In the dark inner temple, the holy of holies, rests a 
stone image black with the accumulated anointings of 
generations. Each visiting pilgrim carries on his shoulder 
a “Kavadi.” This is a stick placed across the shoulder 
ornamented with a fancy-hood and having suspended from 
either end two pots, one containing sweet milk and the 
other cooked fish as offerings to the god. The milk is 
poured over the idol. A miracle is said to take place when 
the pot containing the cooked fish is opened by the offici- 
ating priest. The fish that were cooked for days or possib-. 
ly weeks before when the pilgrim started from home, come 


to life and leap out of the pots into the sacred pool of 
water in the presence of the idol. 


Because of this miracle, (some jugglery of the priest) 
the temple has become famous and pilgrims flock to it in 
multitudes, feeling sure that the god has power to bless 
them in their business and in their homes. | 


How was this temple founded P In this way, so says 
the legend, Agasta, a famous rishi, erected this hill and its 
twin which stands by its side. He did penance in them | 
for a long time and then went to heaven to pay a visit to 
the god Shiva. When he returned to earth he went to his 
home in the western mountains. From there he sent demon- 
servant to bring his two pet mountains. 


The demon brought his Kavadi, or shoulder stick and 
suspending one hill on either end he started to go. ‘To his © 
amazement one hill swung up in the air while the other stuck 
to the ground. He went around to see why and found the 
god, Subramanya, the, son of Shiva, sitting on it in medita- 
tion. So he left the two mountains and Subramanya is 
sitting there till this day. 
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How did he happen to come to earth? The legend: 
continues by explaining that Shiva had two sons, Subra- 
manya and Ganesa. One day in play he offered a pome- 
granate to the one who could travel around the world the 
quicker. Subramanya leaped upon the back of his pet 
peacock and set off at a great pace. 

Ganesa who was very portly thought a bit and then 
walked around his father and demanded the pomegranate — 
saying that as his father was all in all, walking around him 
was the same as going around the world. 


Shiva was pleased at this flattery and gave him the 
pomegranate. : 


Subramanya finally completed his laborious journey 
and came up to his father just in time to see Ganesa eating 
the pomegranate. He was very angry when he heard how 
he had been treated. His father tried to flatter him by 
saying “Palni” which means “thou art thyself a fruit.” 


But he went off in a pout and settled here on this hill 
where he has been ever since. 


From the story above the town receivesthe name of 
Palni. 


Pray God for us that the coming year here in mission 


work may bea “fruitful” one and put a new meaning 
into the name of the town.

Friend: — 


The Palni Station in size is about 30 miles square, and has a 
population of 215,000. Iam the only missionary and our Mission 
ig the only one doing Mission work in the territory. Work was 
begun here 53 years ago, z.e., in 1856. Nearly all other stations 
of our Mission have shown substantial growth, and our Christian 
| community now numbers more than 21,000 souls. In the Dindi- 
— gul Station over which I was placed just before coming home to 
| America, in 4 years time a little over 1,000 persons came to the 

Christian way. And last year in the Aruppukottai Station 517 
persons were newly added to the Christian community. 


But the Palni Station has been very backward. Possibly the 
idolatrous influence of the popular idol temple here, to which such 
multitudes flock for worship, has been an opposing force too power- 
ful. At any rate for the last 30 years there has been no numerical 
erowth in this station. Of the 215,000 pop. at the end of 1879 
there were only 651 enrolled as Christians. At the beginning of 
the present year the Christian community numbers 679 souls. The 
gain as will be seen, has been at the rate of less than 1 person 
per year. 


This certainly looks discouraging. But a systematic seed 
sowing has been carried on and a higher standard of living has 
been proclaimed to all classes, and there now appears to be oppor- 
tunities for ingatherings in several places. However I shall need 
more money and more Helpers to take advantage of these oppor- 
tunities. The Mission appropriation for this entire station is a 
little over $100 per month. With this I have to keep the work of 
37 helpers going; and keep in repair 33 mission buildings used for 
schools, prayer houses, and dwellings for mission agents. Where 


is the money for new buildings and new work? Ordinarily the 


Native community contributes considerable towards the upkeep of 
our work. But in this station such contributions have been very 
meager and it will take me some time to cultivate a large liberality. 


é 
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Here is our situation. Within a radius of 5 miles taking our 
Bungalow asa center, there les a population of 60,000. Palm 
town lias a population of 17,009.. ‘Two miles south is Balasamuth- 
ram with 10,000, 24 miles east lies Aiyagudi with another 10,000, 
3 miles west is Kalayampathur pop. 5,000, 5 miles north is Manoor 
with another 5,000. In all of these places a very aggressive work 
must be done and a large ingathering may be expected. 


In Pappanampatty I could start two large schools tomorrow, 
and a Christian congregation also. I have a teacher ready to work 
there. In fact he has really started our school, using a cow-shed 
for him and his young wife and baby to dwell in and here also he 
teaches the children. But he must leave this place at the end of 
the month. The people are ready to give up to their ability. But 
I must have capital in hand for working balance. The other half 
of this large town promises a site and Rs. 200 towards a building 
for a school, but even then I cannot undertake the management of 
the work. So it goes. 


The Inspectress of girls schools who has just be Here, SAVS 
that there is a remarkable change in the attitude of the people 
towards female education. It is traditionally unorthodox to edu- 
cate women; but now all girls schools are overcrowded and better 
and more modern equipment is necessary. Here is a large oppor- 
tunity. We are able to do so little to keep abreast of the forces 
we have set in motion! Our second girls’ schoolin Palni town is 


without a school house. 


I am doing all [ can to increase the amount of collections from 
the Indian community. At present we have plans by which we 
expect to increase this amount $100 during this year. This will 
after all be but a mite in comparison with the increased need. 
Now | have put before you the immediate pressing needs of this 


station. In a later letter | hope to tell you of advances and of 


dificulties being overcome. Will you pray for the work that the 


little in hand may be like the loaves and fishes ? 


For the Hindus, yesterday was the “ great day of the feast.” 
The goddess Marriammal is the one reputed to bring small-pox. 
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The last few days have been given to her worship. The main 
street for nearly a mile was converted into a long corrider covered 
from side to side with a lofty shed made of bamboo poles and mats. 
For several nights the town has bean full of the noise of the 
celebration. Torch-light processions have thronged through the 
strects beating taum-taums and shouting. The whole though of the 


worship has been to make the goddess happy and thas 
any anger she may have towards the people and avert her scourge 
of small-pox. They have wanted to make the goddess laugh, so 
they convert the festival into a sort of “ masquerade-ball.”’ The 
whole atmosphere seemed surcharged with humorous excitement. 
Passing through the crowded streets I saw bands of semi-intoxi- 
cated young men excitedly fencing with bamboo wands, others 
had put on horse head, or bull head masks and were wildly 
“cavorting” about in a dance; still others had their naked bodies 
painted to represent tigers and wore tiger head masks. ‘They 
were viciously charging among the crowd, ~A whole company had 
adorned themselves in a lot of non-descript cast-off Huropean 
clothes and with long sticks to represent guns, and faces painted 
white, were taking off in most extreme ways, the British: soldier 


in India. the carb of Native-—-weme 
eeestrons. Still others formed in bands and 


preceded the car in which the idol was being drawn, carrying 
in their hands earthen bowls, from which issued fierce flames fed 
by oil, while they danced in such frenzy that they would almost 


fall to the ground from exhaustion. I saw one “ holy man” roll- 
ing over and over in the dust of the street. under the feet of the 
throng and in the blazing hot sun. He was all the time holding 


on high in a flat basket a newly born brown baby ! 


‘is is the worship that was yesterday offered to the goddess 
of small-pox and indulged in by thousands,

My Drar Frienp :-— 


‘Twenty-three miles away from Palni, I with eight 
preachers, had taken my tedious march along the Govern- 
ment highway and then over roads which followed the bed 
of sandy water courses till I reached Variapoor located 
behind a mountain said to contain gold and garnets, not 
yet worked. | 


We had come to preach to the multitudes. We pitch- 
ed tents under the friendly shade of a spreading banyan 
tree in whose boughs the Mina and other Indian songsters 
warbled forth their joy from morning till night and the 
grey headed vrow proclaimed his satisfaction in life by a 
continuous chorus of gutteral caws. Hard-by was the 
pathway along which the picturesque village women came 
for water, wearing their varied colored cloths and carrying 
their brass vessels, burnished till in the sunlight they 
shone like refined gold. | 


We had already worked three ies It was 9.30 
o’clock in the night. The wind had been blowing so heavily 
that we could not use the Galesburg Magic Lantern that 
night. So I was turning in early. “T had just put out 
the light and gone to bed when a lantern appeared at 
the open tent door, and I heard a voice saying, “Sir! Sir! 
may we come in?” I at once hghted my lght and there 
entered not only the light bearer, but a body of stalwart 
men partly filling the tent. They were Hindus of the 
shoe-maker caste. They had come to pledge themselves 


to Jesus Christ. 


I stood there in my night clothes (think of Dr. 
Smith receiving his parishioners in his night clothes!) and 
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_ wrote down the names of 51 persons who that mght gave 
up their bloody idol “Kaliammal” and took Jesus to be 
their God. And standing there in the quiet of that con- 
secration. moment, I prayed for them, blessed them and 
sent them, their hearts filled with peace, and with a new 
sense of being children of God, back to their homes. 


The next day 30 more names were added, making 
altogether 80 new Christians, in spiritual things feeble as 
new born babes, to be nurtured inspired and helped in 
their purpose to keep in the heavenly way. Pray that 
those of us who have this new responsibility may have 
wisdom to know how to guide them so that not one shall 
be lost. 


Harvest FESTIVALS. . 


I wrote you before how feeble this station had been 
in offerings, and that we were making special efforts to 
increase these offerings. We have had a success beyond 
our expectations. Such offerings have amounted annual- 
ly to Rs. 30 or Rs. 40. Last year Rs. 80 were given. This 
year the offerings have gone up with a bound to Rs. 325. 
I must have this year to keep the work going Rs. 1,500 
more than what is now in sight. Deducting this Rs. 325 
offering I still need about Rs. 1,200 or $400. I must depend 
upon some of you good American friends to help me out. 
If any one feels inclined to assist in this work by a special 
offering it will help to lighten a heavy burden. 


Unrest. 

The unrest in India still continues. A boat load of 
guns which were being smuggled into India, was cap- 
tured by the English a few days ago. A bomb is occasion- 
ally found here and there in a new place. The last one 
reported was exploded near Guntur killing a native. But 
the bomb outrages are committed mostly by irresponsible 
young men from the student class. And the outrages are 
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f violently condemned by all the best classes of the commu- 
- nity. The conciliatory reform measures by which the 
Indians are to be given larger share in the Councils of 
Government, have given a large measure of satisfaction 
to members of the moderate party which includes a great 
majority af the agitators. The appointment of Mr. Sinha | 
as the legal member of the Viceroy’s Council, a position 
up to the present always held by an Englishman, has 
created a great wave of loyal enthusiasm. More later.

DraR FRIEND :— 


The assassination a few days ago of Sir William Curzon 
Wilhe, a distinguished gentleman, who for many years was a most 
sympathetic English Official in the Indian Service, sent a thrill 
of horror and indignation thro the whole community of respect- 
able Indians in this land. As you will have read, the assassination was 
committed by a Hindu student in the city of London at a most 
brilhant social function given by Englishmen to Indian visitors 
and the 700 Indian young men who are students in London. Sir 
Wilham met this young man on the stairs and as he bent over to 
speak to him a kindly greeting, the young man thrust a revolver 
into Sir William’s face, and shot him four times in rapid succession. 


Sir William fell dead upon the stairs. 


This assassination is an extreme symptom of the present polit- 
ical agitation in India. But it certainly does not express the atti- 
tude of mind of any considerable number of the peoples in India. 
As many casual tourists from America thro India have of late 
ventured to express very strong and biased opinions against 
English rule in India it may interest you to hear the sentiments of 
an address impelled by this assassination and delivered before a 
packed house of the Deccan Sabha by the Honorable Mr. Gokhale, 
an Indian gentleman, who is regarded as a leading political spirit 
in India to-day. Jt may be added that the assassination has called 
out the strongest expressions of condemnation and regret from every 
part of the Indian Empire. Mr. Gokhale is known throughout 
India and England asa sane man, and at the same time a most 
progressive Indian. lam indebted to the “ Madras Mail” for the 
report of his address, the substance of which I give below. 


After expressing in the strongest terms the horror and indig- 
nation with which the dreadful news of the assassination had been 
received he said, “The foul deed has blackened the Indian name 
and we must hang our heads in shame before the whole civilized 
world. Fortunately our rulers are men who know generally how 
to keep a cool head even in times of excitement and I trust there 
will be no indiscriminate condemnation of Indian students in 
London owing to this wicked and detestable crime. During my 
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last visit to “ngland nothing illed me with deeper anxiety than the 
growth of wild anarchical opinions among a section of the Indian 
students there. It was a small, but violent, section. They num- 
bered not more than fifty out of the 700 Indian students in London. 


As to the history of the political agitation in India, itis a 
growth of the last 40 years. At the beginning of the last century 
British rule appeared to the people of India as a deliverance from 
the chronic disorder and misrule of former generations. Kiforts 
for the improvement in our political status came principally from 
the Englishmen themselves. The political ideas in the minds ot 
the people can be divided into two categories—jirst those which 
seek absolute independence and second: those which seek only 
such progress for the people as is achievable under British Rule. 


Ideas of independence as a factor to be reckoned with are a 
growth of the past five years. ‘hey had their origin in the despair 
which overspread the Indian mind towards the close of Lord- 
Curzon’s Viceroyalty, in the victories of Japan over Russia, and 
in the general feeling of protest against Kuropean domination 
which has sprung up throughout the Orient. hese ideas, owin 
to the lack of political discrimination on the part of the people 
constitute to-day a very serious obstacle to the country’s progress. 
No man can be so fallen as to think that there is any special merit 
in living under a foreign government, but it is not a matter of 
abstract theories or of mere sentiment, it is a question of what 1s 
practicable and for the best interests of the country under the 
present circumstances. We must recognize two things—first con- 
sidering the difficulties of the position England has done ver y well 
in India. And secondly there is now no alternative to British rule, 
nor will there be for a long time to come. In view of our endless 
divisions amongst ourselves, our feeble public spirit, our general 
lack of energy and other grave defects of national char acter, only 
a mad man outside of a lunatic asylum could think or talk of inde- 
pendence. The same patriotism which in other countries has taken. 
other forms, must lead us in our situation to work loyally with the 
British Government for the progress and prosperity of our country. 
It should be plain to the meanest understanding that towards the 
ideas of independence the Government could adopt only one atti- 
tude, that of stern and relentless repression Ideas of independence 
can only lead to violence as has been too evident. And any one 
who claims that he intends to achieve independence by merely 
pacific means, talks ridiculous nonsense. It is a mere cloak used 
by him to save his own skin. 


Independence in all the history of the world has never been 
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achieved and never will be except by force, and the British will 
spend their last shilling and sacrifice their last man before they 
will suffer their rule to be overthrown Ideas of independence 
mean a physical conflict with the Government and the Government 


: is left no option but stern repression. The spread of wild ideas 
, paralyzes us all even in loyal and constitutional work and the 
repression which it invites restricts the liberty of all and makes 
peacetul progress impossible ‘lhe worst thing done by this propa- 
ganda is that it has unsettled the minds of the student population 


of the country. | 


. : There is practically no limit to the political progress that may 
be achieved under British Rule. Such progress must be in two 
directions,—a steady obliteration of distinctions on the grounds of 
race between Englishmen and Indians and then a steady advance 
by the people of this country towards that form of Government_ 
which Englishmen enjoy in other parts of the Empire. ‘The British 
are even now trying to help us on to Colonial self-government. 
For this we should be grateful. Wemust keep this as an ideal 
before us, to show us continually that for which we must qualify 
ourselves. In fact the whole question is one of character, capacity, 
and qualification. We must realise that our main difficulties are 
in ourselves. The present Hindu—Mahomedan agitation has drawn 
the pointed attention of the world to the absence of any real unity 
amongst ourselves, and has shown how deep and wide the fissures 
are. Our average capacity will have to be considerably raised 
before we can hope to bear the responsibilities of any real measures 
of self-government.” 


The above is a most fair minded testimony as it seems to me 
of a very important fact, 7.e., that for India at present British Rule 
is necessary and our English cousins in India have been and 
are doing a splendid work and we may well be proud of them. In 
justice to them I am glad to pass this testimony of a reliable 
% Indian gentleman, on to you. 


PALNI STATION NOTES. 


Another series of tent meetings lasting for a week is just 
closing. It has been held in a congregation of several years 
standing which was like an old tree dead at the heart, bearing no 
fruit, and carrying dead branches at the top. We went to bring 
a new life, to reclaim the back-sliders and push the truth home 
to the hearts of all. After a week’s work the results so far as we 
can tabulate them show that six families containing 23 souls have 
| been reclaimed.

In corfiiection with the work there came to light a condition 
which in some respects is peculiarly characteristic of this land. 
There is an old man in the village who for 30 years had been a 
member of our church. Last year before I came back to India 
on a certain Sunday morning just at church time, his inherited 
heathen instincts overwhelmed him, and he became suddenly pos- 
sessed by adevil. Leaving his house he forced his way down the 
street and out into the fields in a kind of frenzy, emitting wild 
gutteral sounds and contorting his body as he went. Since then 
he has become what is here called, a devil dancer, and has attach- 
ed himself to a demon temple where he has given himself over to 
devil service. 


We labored with him a good deal during this week, but to no 
purpose, for he claims that the devil has too powerful a grip on 
him for him to shake it off. We are praying that Jesus Christ 
may again manifest his power to cast out devils in this man’s case. 
There are 16 souls under the special spell of this devil influence. 
Saving this man means also the saving of the 16, as well as being 
a powerful tetsimony to the whole village.

Dear FRIEND :-— 


The spirit of self-government is abroad in India. We 
have taken advantage of it and have just reorganized the 
Madura Mission in such a way as to give an opportunity 
for our more able Christians to enter largely into the admi- 
nistrative work of the Mission. A Central Committee or 
District Conference, the majority of whose members are 
elected Indians, is being organized. The work of this 
Conference is to administer all funds for carrying on the 
evangelistic and Klementary Educational work of the Mis- 
sion and to devise ways and means for increasing the funds 
for such work. ‘lhe American Missionaries as before will 
receive the money sent out by the Board for work in this 
District, and will vote certain money grants to the District 
Conference annually. The District Conference through 
its five Circle Committees will then be responsible to secure 
from the Indian Community sufficient funds in addition to 
carry on and enlarge the work. It isa proud day for us, — 
when we can look about us on a body of educated Indian 
Christians, whom the mission has raised up, in whom we 
feel that we can confidently place these large responsibili- 
ties. May the object of full self-support and self-govern- 
ment be speedily realized ! 


I have just closed a week of interesting meetings in 
‘Deer-town.” Satisfactory additions. Some stories fol- 
low :—‘ A little child shall lead them.” ‘There was a Hin- 
du who became a pious Christian. He was a man of prayer 
and was daily seen kneeling in his fields, or by the wayside 
or in the mountains where he went to work. Strange as it 
may seem his son was a bigoted Hindu and when the father 
died the son would not permit the body to be honored by 
a Christian burial, but took it to the Hindu burying ground 
and performed all the rites of an orthodox Hindu burial. 


Then a grandson was born. And when this boy was 
3 years old it was observed that he had a strange habit. 
Instead of lying down as most children do when they go | 
to bed, this little fellow would go to sleep on his knees,

with his face buried in his hands on the floor in front of 
kim, This was the attitude the grandfather always assum- 
ed in prayer. The little fellow is now 12 years old. Dur- 
ing all these years the father has been watching this pecu- 
har habit of his son’s and his conscience has been troubl- 
ing him. During the meetings he told me all this. Now 
he comes back to the God of his father. His little boy 
had been named Karuppan, the name of the demon which 
was the family god. He has now chosen for the boy the 
name of Christian. Christian is in the Boarding school 
and still piously goes to sleep at night on his knees. His 
whole family has come to the Christian way. 


Another little Hindu boy from this same village was 
in the Boarding school. His father’s nams was * Andy” 
the name of another devil. So when the father wrote 
letters to his son he would sign his name “Andy.” When 
the Christian boys in the Boarding school saw this signa- 
ture they laughingly asked ‘“‘ which of the many ‘ Andy’ 
devils is your father?” The little boy’s self-respect was 
touched and he wrote to the father ‘‘ You must give up 
the devil name. Go to the Christian church and get a 
respectable Christian name.”” Because of this the father 
came and brought his whole family. Standing before 
Christ’s Altar, he received for himself and each member 
of his familly “the new name.” ‘They are now under in- 
struction for church-membership. 


My lady friends will feel scandalized. But I am going 
to relate the following. We were in the midst of our 
meetings. From my Indian Assistant, who has a practical 
turn of mind, there issued a passionate flow of oratory 
regarding the peaceful relation that should exist between 
husband and wife. In urging upon the men the duty of 
forbearance, he said, “You must never forget that God made 
woman out of arib. Isa rib straight or crooked?! It is 
crooked !! Therefore we must~ not blame woman if she is 
crooked!!”” But I did not get so much satisfaction out of 
that as the men seemed to. For I fancied I could hear 
woman saying, “‘ Very true, but the rib was a man’s rib. 
And man has a lot more ribs and they are all crooked.” 


It was the fourth night of the meetings. How can 
describe the scene to your uninstructed minds! The church 


meeting lasted two hours. And there was a lot of both 
Christian endeavour and devil endeavour. I did not see 


| 
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any one going to sleep either. The paxysions of men were 
swept as by a cyclone. They had what I have often 
thought must be to them unalloyed pleasure—+.e., “a jollv 
big row.” When a man in India marries a woman he also - 
marries all her relatives. Joseph had married Kaundai, all 
of whose relatives were heathen. for two years husband 
and wife had not lived together. I called them to come 
before me in the church with all their interested relatives 
for a little ‘‘ patch work.” The relatives all came and for 
two hours expressed their regard one for the other in tones 
so loud that their ardency could not be doubted. At times 
their bodies would be agitated and their arms would be 
flying like windmills and a torrent of words, not exactly 
pious, would gush forth. Then there would be a calm and 
you would think peace had been gained. Again, to change 
the figure, a little spark would set off another magazine of 
powder and the pyrotechnics would be dazzling. 


Once the wife's relatives leaped to their feet and rushed 
for the door roaring out that they would never consent. 
We prevented their eseape only by slamming the door in 
their faces and holding them in. ‘lhree times the husband 
with a torrent of words rushing from his mouth strode 
angrily out of the church and was caught on the steps. 
Finally after two hours of struggle, terms of peace were 
agreed upon. ‘The husband and wife were brought before 
the altar and whale they kneeled | placed a hand on the 
head of each and prayed God to calm the troubled hearts 
and cement the reunion with love. It was late in the night 
so we escorted the pair to their home. Here, after the 
family prayer meeting, the husband opened his treasure box 
and made a handsome thank-offering. :

is the center of the Higher Educational Work for men in the 
Madura Mission of the American Board, South India. It is dis- 
tinctively and exclusively a Christian and Educational Center, 
with a population of 650. Of these, 450 are students in the col- 
lege and lower classes, in the Normal School and in the Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

The church erected at this place, 55 years ago, is now old and 
altogether inadequate for our needs. It cannot accommodate two- 
thirds of our ordinary congregation,—indeed, we cannot crowd in- 
to it all the Christian students present. 

In view of this fact the Mission voted vaiiidiinele, nine 
years ago, to ask from the American Board $3,000 for the erection 
of a new and commodious church for the Institution. 

Lack of funds made it impossible for the Prudential Com- 
mittee to make this urgently needed grant. 

A year later the Mission, therefore, pleaded for a grant OF... 
$1,000 to énlarge the old church building. Up to the present, 
even this has not been given, owing to the financial stringency of 
the Board. 

In view, however, of the imperative need for this sities 
tion, the Prudential Committee voted, on the 7th inst., that I be 
permitted to seek from friends the sum required. 

Missionaries and Native Christians at Pasumalai have revealed 
their desire for this enlarged accommodation to the extent of con- 
tributing a month’s salary forthesame. And all now eagerly ex- 
pect me to bring, upon my return, the sum required to carry on 
this work. 

It is an undertaking whose urgency I deeply feel, and which 
will bring a substantial blessing to our Institution and Community. 

I shall feel very grateful for any offering made for this pur- 
pose, and shall gladly report to all donors and subscribers when 
the work is completed. 

As I sail again for India, November 20, to resume my work, 
I shall be thankful for an early and favorable response. If money 


is not now available a subscription, to _be_ paid later, will be very 
welcome. 


I trust that friends will rally to our aid in this important 
work in a very needy part of the Lord’s Vineyard. |

Il am sorry to have to report a serious difficulty in reference to the 
transfer of the college to Madura. The government in Madras,or at least’ 
some members of it ,have taken a very pos§itive stand against our trans 
fer on the alleged ground that the move will injure the cause of educa 
tion in Madura. I think that the matter will come out sinignt, tor 

the Syndicate of the University,which is the authority specially con 
cerned in the matter,is with us . At present there is a dead-lock bet 
ween the government & the syndicate & 1 do not think that the former wi 


dare carry its point against the latter. In the meanwhile we have sent 
‘up a strong statement of our claims & rights & these we are prepared to 
carry up to the Imperial government if necessary. This whole affair = 
only shows that the recent changes in the government has brought in a 
bitter anti-missionary slement which we are as yet unable to locate. 
As I said I do not think that this action of the powers that be will 
frustrate our plans ,but it is causing us no little trouble & worry. Mr

| that Mr Elwood will probably be the only one available for the three 
large important stations of Dindigul,Paini Eattalagundu in the 
northern part of our field. ee hope that the Prud. Committee 

will see its way to appoint at least two men to take up the station & 
work which is now suffering from neglect. When I came to the mission. 
some 28 years ago we had only twelve men in our force of missionaries. 
Now we have 15,ineluding those on furlough. But there is this marked 
difference. Then,all but one of our force were engaged in geheral ste-~ 
tion work & that left 11 men for the direct effort of strengthening our 
congregations. Today,out of our staff of workers,four men give their 
full time to educational & medical work & the demands of these special 
departments are more & more encroaching upon the general evangelistic 
work of the mission. We feel increasingly that these evangelistic ef~ 
forts should not be simply maintained but shauld be strengthened all 
along the line. Two of our Representatives are urging a discussion 


by the mission, at this very meeting, of the wisdom Of setting apart a 
hissionary for general evangelistic work & another for work for the 
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young. And these two things we have been desirous to do for some years.’

learned of it some ten days ago, while at Rangoon, & then felt that the 
disaster would be widespread. And it: truly -is. AS a Cclass,however, 

I think that missionaries & missions are the most common sufferers. There 
is hardly a mission in 5.1. which has not been bitten;some worse than we. 


Bven now I cannot tell exactly how much we have lost,or are likely 


to lose by this smash up. I think that about Rs40000 are tied up there. 
Of this the Widows Aid Soc. has about Rs10000,individualj missionaries 
have about Rs5000 of their private funds & the rest is made up of Endow 
Trent funds of the various institutions of the mission. Two thirds of 


the endowments of the Theological Seminary are thus involved. It is 


not yet known how much,if anything,will be realized from the assets of 
Pexoes the defunct firm. But the rumors are very prevalent as to its being an 
almost a total wreck. The whole affair is a very ser 
lous blow to us & to the whole missionary cause in the Presidency.

At the second session, which was held from

was taken up. Sincethe meetings of the South 
Indian Decennial Missionary Conference in 1900, 
this question has been in the air, and many schemes 
for Missionary, comity and co-operation have been 
under discussion. In some cases Mission bodies 
have gone further than this, and bave set to work 
to promote ecclesiastical union between churches 
holding the same systems of polity. In two 
eases such a union has actually been affected. 
First, the Presbyterian churches connected with 
the United Free Church Mission and those 
connected with the Arcot Mission become _in- 
corporated in one body under the name of the 
United Church of South India. Then the churches 


of the London Mission and the American Board of | 
Missions come together to form themselves into a | 


body, called the United Churches of the L.M.S. 


sand A.B.C.T.M. in South India and Ceylon. In | 


both cases there was a strong feeling that these 
unions, important as they were, ought only to be 
considered a step towards a much wider union. 


Even before the smaller unions were consummated - 


.2 Committee of representatives from the four bodies 
concerned was meeting from time to time to discuss 
the larger question. The work of this Com- 
mittee at last resulted in a scheme of organic 
union based on a short and simple creed, con- 
‘taining a statement of the essential doctrines 
of Christianity, and a system of Church 
polity which had been agreed to by the bodies con- 
‘cerned. Some time ago this scheme was unanimous- 


ly adopted by the Synod of the United Church. It | 


was now laid before the Assembly for ratification.

THE PusLic MEETING. 


The evening Session was of a more public charac- 
ter and was largely attended by Christians belong- | 
ing to the town and neighbourhood. ‘'wo most in- 
structive and inspiring addresses were given by Mr, | 
P. J. Devasaaayam, B.A., Headmaster of the London 
Mission High school, Coimbatore, and the Rev. 
«J. P. Jones, D.v., of Pasumalai. Mr. Devasahayam 
‘dealt with the duty of all members of the Indian 
‘Christian Church to take their share in the evan- 
gelisation of their countrymen, and appealed to the 

- patriotism and the Christian devotion of all present 
that they might put forth every effort to lead the 
‘Church to recognise its responsibility and 
undertake the great work to which God had call- 
edit. Dr. Jones spoke on ‘‘ The Christ Ideal in 
India To-day,” examining the various ideals which 
have been an inspiration and a help to the people 
of India in the past, and showing how, whether as 


in Christ, and thatalone, can fully satisfy men’s 
meeds and evable them to realise their highest aspi- ' 
rations, 

AN EDUCATED MINISTRY. 


To-day, after devoting half-an-hour to prayer, the 
Assembly began its morning session with a discussion 
of the causes which prevent meu of education and > 

character from entering the ranks of the native 
ministry. Mr. Paul Daniel, of Travancore, opened 
with an essay which, though perhapsa little too 
pessimistic in tone, showed a very clear insight 
into the question and an unusual frankness and 
‘courage in dealing with its ditficulties. From the 
essay and the discussion that followed it was 
evident that, while a lack of religious ear- 


for the disinclination shown by so manv educated 
Indian Christians to anything of the nature of 
‘Mission work, there was a great deal in the present 
‘conditions of such work to discourage all but the 
most earnest and devoted. The low scale of pay 
offered, the want of any proper pension scheme, the | 
lack of provision for the theological training of 
University and more than any- 
thing else the position of dependence upon mission- 
aries on the one hand and congregations on the other, 
‘were mentioned as the chief of these causes. Plans 
which are at present under consideration for the 
foundation of a general pension scheme and the 
establishment of a United Theological College will, 
it d hoped, clear away at least some of these diffi- 
culties. 


UNIFORMITY IN CHURCH SERVICES. 


An interesting discussion on this subject was 

' antroduced by a.paper by Mr. J. Chinniah, Head- 
' master of the Normal Training Institution at 
-Pasumalai. Mr. Chinniah pleaded most effectively 
for the preparation of a liturgical Service adapted to 
the needs of the Indian Church. While one or 
two who took part in the discussion deprecated 
any attempt to compel the Churches to adopt 
® cvcmmon form of worship, the great major- 
rity heartily supported Mr. Chinniah, and dwelt 
‘on the advantages of a Service in which the people | 
~would take an intelligent part. It ap 
the testimony given that in most of the Cuurches 
represented in the Assembly liturgical forms are at 
present in use. As the feeling of the Assembly was :

It has come 
home to us specially because of its proximity to our town and 
district. For a couple of days Europeans in that region were in | 
danger. For some time the same spirit of racial antipathy has been 
felt in this region though it has been held down and kept within 
lawful restraint. But one knows not what a day may bring forth; for 
the Indian mob is the most inflammable and unreasoning of all mobs. 
For some time we felt encouraged in the thought that the Unrest in 
India was really passing away; and I believe really that it is, and 


that the people are in a less tense frame of mind than they were,

But this outbreak brings all Europeans (none perhaps more than 
missionaries) to a sense of their possible danger and to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that thie are volcanoes here about. 

Yet, let it not be supposed that we are anxious about 
ourselves or that we see much among the people which reveal a change 
of attitude toward us. And now, as at all times, we commit ourselves 
to Him tm who has promised to keep His own from all danger. 

I trust that the income of the Board is steadily 
increasing and that the Churches and the missions will fina this 


a year of extragordinary blessing.

It ought to be enough that the mission state, 
as it has in the past, that it cannot ask the Prudential Committee to 
send out such @ person. It will not do so without adequate reason. But 
here will not always be understood at that end, 
nor will their force be realized at so long Pinticn: i can foresee 
that this may lead to interminable corréspondence end will be fruitful 
in misunderstandings. 

As this matter has been pushed by the Women's Boards it 
might be of interest to state that only one of their workers, in more 
than 50 years was not desired back y the mission.

is to bury its own interests in the esanén cause and to seek united sz 
action on the foreign field. It seems to me very unfortunate if this 
growing jealousy at home among the different Boards is also to ve carried 
out into the mission field on debenrte be accentuated there at the expense 
of the higher efficiency of our work: 1 shall be glad to see the day 

when the American Board shall have the supreme eontrol of all appoint- 
ments and of all work in our missions. Why should it yield to petty 

local divisions and efface itself in {nis matter in behalf of these 
divisions? Vhy not leave the bodies as they are today 
with fulles power to assign work to every member according to the

And yet in my 30 years' experience I 
have always applauded the wisdom of the method of leaving definite appoint 
aente to the mission. It knows better than any other body its own special 


needs and the special qualification of those sent out to fill those wemes.” 


I should be Sorry to have this general method interfered with, even though 


I see that the drift of specialization at Home and here demand the defi- 
nite modification of this system. 

And in applying this to the Yomen's work it should be 
remembered thet if you insist upon the appointees of definteg Women's 
Boards being given work only supported by those Boards then the Women's 
Board must be prepared to send more to carry owe their work.

ey Union in South India 


_ Presbyterians and Congregationalists Come Together as a Native Organization 


In the city of Madras, where Protestant 
missions were established nearly two centu- 
ries ago, and in the old Congregational 
church whose history of more than a century 
is replete with reminiscences of famous mis- 
sionaries, was held a meeting, July 25-27, 
which will probably take a unique place in 
the annals of the church of God in India. 

It was the oceasion of the consummation 
of the plan of union of the South India 
United Church. This ecclesiastical union 
has for years been the subject of the earnest 
prayers and efforts of many of God’s people. 
It was really the coming together of two 
ecclesiastical unions which had existed for a 
few years. The one was the Presbyterian 
Union of the churches of the United Free 
Church of Seotland in Madras and vicinity 
and those of the Dutch Reformed Mission 
in the Arcot district—the well-known Scud- 
der Mission, which separated half a century 
ago from the Madura Mission of the A. B. 
Cc. F. M. The other was the Congregational 
Union of the churches of the missions of the 
A. B..C. F. M, and the London Missionary 
Society in South India. 

Belonging to these six missions there is a 
Christian community of more than 140,000 
souls. Of these more than 22,000 are com- 
municants connected with the 118 organized 
churehes. 

This union meeting was one of unbroken 
harmony and of much enthusiasm. There 
were more than a hundred delegates, of 
whom about three-fourths were Indians, 
while the rest were foreign missionaries. 
The Declaration of Union was unanimously 
adopted. The two bodies came _ together 
while singing ‘All hail the power of Jesus’ 
Name”; and, as soon as the declaration was 
read, the whole audience spontaneously rose 
and sang the Doxology. Much joy ‘and en- 
thusiasm were revealed in praise and fellow- 
ship upon reaching this result. 


New Ecclesiastical Products 


Ecelesiastically the consummation of this 
union is quite unique, for it involves more 
than a union of Presbyterians and Congrega- 
tionalists. It represents a blending of two 
forms of Presbyterianism—those of the 
United Free Church of Scotland and of the 
Dutch Reformed Church of America. It 
also embraces the rigid Congregationalism of 
the American missions with the jealous in- 
dividualism of English independency. 

The product is a happier one than we had 
hoped for. It furnishes an elastic polity 
which wisely blends the excellence of all 
the systems involved. It recognizes three or- 
ganizations—chureches, church ‘councils and 
the general assembly. It conserves to all 
who desire it the autonomy of the individual 
church, and at the same time it enables such 
churches as may wish it to seek advice and 
direction from the councils. Any church is 
at liberty to conduct its affairs by popular 
votes, by a committee or by a body of elders, 
just as :;t please. 

The General Assembly possesses more the 
character of a Congregational Council than 
a Presbyterian General Assembly. Its func- 
tions are mainly advisory and not legislative. 
The terminology of the union is a blending 
of the Congregational and the Presbyterian, 
with an avoidance. of the terms of either 
party in several instances. 


A Liberal Intellectual Basis 


The Confession of the United Church is 
brief and to the point. While it does not 
evade the statement of any important doc- 


trine, it avoids any undue elaboration or de- .

tail. It has only five articles, and even 
these are preceded and followed by italicized 
notes, which soften their rigor and diminish 
their importance, and which comfort the 
nervous individualist, more anxious to be 
protected in his creed of tomorrow than in 
his confession of today. 

It is an admirable illustration of the 
waning dominance of intellectual assent as 
a basis of union among men who are build- 
ing up the Kingdom of God in a great 
heathen land. And may the day soon come 
when all creeds and confessions shall cease 
to have a place as a basis of fellowship and 
of organic life among those who love the 
Lord in sincerity and who desire to unite 
together in the cultivation of love, of mutual 
regard and of co-operation in Christian 
service. 


An Indigenous Movement 


This union must not be regarded as a 
movement created by, and representative of, 
the progressive spirit of the Indian Church 
itself. Some have preferred against it the 
charge that it is engineered by the mission- 
aries. The charge cannot be denied, although 
all the leaders of the Indian Church, save 
a few connected with the churches of the 
London mission, have taken an active inter- 
est and have voted cordially in behalf of all 
the propositions. The Indian members of 
the General Assembly revealed genuine joy 
in the consummation of the union and will 


do everything they can in behalf of an ever- 
broadening fellow and communion 


life. 

The prominence of the missionaries in this 
movement is striking and significant. Though 
they represent several denominations and de- 
nominational interests in the far-off lands, 
they are heartily sick of representing before 


this people a divided and divisive Christian- 
ity. It must also be claimed that in the 
creation of this union the missionary leaders 
have shown admirable spirit in the volun- 
tary effacement of their own denominational 
peculiarities. ‘There has been a most gen- 
uine desire among all to eliminate as far as 
possible everything that is distinctly of the 
West, western, and to give to the movement 


a thorough Oriental complexion and to make 


the United Church an Eastern Church so far 
as we of the West are able to apprehend 
the spirit and the need of the Kast. 

Another fact needs emphasis, namely, that 
in this whole movement towards union the 
missionary has worked toward his own ef- 
facement. The United Church is distinctly 
an Indian Church. If the missionary is 
still needed for its highest development, it is 
also eminently true that it is built on a 
foundation whose superstructure must more 
and more become Indian, and in which the 
place of the missionary will find ever dimin- 
ishing importance until his help is no fur- 
ther. required, and he passes away and be- 
comes to the Indian Church a vision of the 
past, 

It is interesting to note that our Presby- 
terian friends have been perhaps the most 
ardent in the pursuit of this union. It is 
not because their Christian communities are 
comparatively very’ small. They are far 
stronger than their numbers indicate. They 
have shown a willingness to sacrifice much 
in behalf of this Christian ideal, and have 
allowed nothing to stand between them and 
the consummation of this purpose. 

It is some of the churches connected with 
the London. Missionary Society, especially 
those which have been unduly indoctrinated 
in the sweets of autonomy and in the glories 
of individualism, which have thus far stood

Nore I. As the Confession is a human instrument, it is understood that persons 
assenting to it do not commit themselves to every word or phrase, but accept it as a basis 
of union, and as embodying substantially the vital truths held in common by the uniting

Problems Raised by the Union: 


The limitations of this movement must not 
be overlooked. ‘The churches uniting in this 
compact are mission Churches. Some of 
them are not self-supporting, and their finan- 
cial and administrative affairs are partly in 
the hands of missions or missionaries. And 
vet in matters of self-support and of self- 
government the Indian Chureh is. rapidly 
moving forward. . 

Some of the functions of the church itself 
are exercised by the missions. ‘The support 
and conduct of training institutions, of pub- 
lic schools, of evangelistic effort, of maga- 
zines, with the erection and maintenance of 
buildings for all this work, has not yet be- 
come the serious care of the Indian Church. 
But it is the special merit of this new 
union that it plans to absorb gradually all 
these outward activities of the mission and 
make them its own. It will require time 
for this. But it is a definite part of the 
scheme of the United Church to take up all 
forms of mission activity in the day of its 
growing strength. Indeed, some of these, 
such as the union of our theological sem- 
inaries and of our magazines, are already a 
part of its immediate program of activity. 
And committees have already been formed 
for the purpose of creating uniformity, so 
far as possible, in such matters as the forms 
of divine service, conditions of church mem- 
bership and marriage rules. There is much 
in this line which will tax the energies of 
the United Church for some time to come, 

Some of the anomalies and difficulties of 
the new situation are apparent. What is 
the ecclesiastical relation of the missionary 
to this church? It was amusing to see the 
dificulty which embarrassed the missionaries 
of some of the societies as they tried to ex- 
plain their ecclesiastical status or connec- 
tions. None are connected definitely with 
the Indian Church. Some are distinctly 
connected with, and amenable to, ecclesias- 
tical bodies in a foreign land. Missionaries 
of the American Board feel that ecclesias- 
tically they are orphans, while some of our 
London Missionary Society brethren are 
even more loose-jointed than ourselves, and 
neither own nor desire ecclesiastical affin- 
ities in any land on earth! Evidently, there- 
fore, the position of the missionary is ee 
alous and his relation to the United Church 
is both irregular and temporary. 

In the past it has been generally under- 
stood that every mission was in honor bound 
to establish and perpetuate the ecclesiastical 
polity of the home church which supported 


it. But here are the churches of four sepa- 


rate denominations severing their connection 
with their ecclesiastical past and launching 
out upon a new union which is not the off- 
spring of any denomination. It is encour- 
aging to know that while these separate 
denominations in the homeland have no 
thought of uniting, they have thus far 
thrown no obstacles to the union of their 
churches and missions in the foreign field. 
And for this generous sympathy all who 
have had a share in the formation of this 


union are truly grateful. 


Relationship to Home Societies 


It is easy to see how, when the United 
Chureh begins to control the various depart- 
ments of missionary activity within its terri- 
tory, difficulties may arise among the socie- 
ties that have thus far supported these mis- 
sions. Shall they withdraw from it entirely, 
or shall they contribute their share, as in 
the past, for its maintenance? This will 
raise another question. Will the societies 
and the missions then relinquish the prin- 
ciple which they have so often proclaimed 


and cherished, namely, that the native 
chureh shall have control only of those funds 
which it raises on the field? Many have 
held this to be a sacred principle. But it 
seems likely that it must be abandoned in 
view of the progress of the United Chureh in 
the conduct of all work within its own terri- 
tory. 

We believe that all these difficulties will 
vanish as the years increase, and that the 
fervent heat of love and fellowship which 
this movement has engendered will burn 


away all barriers to its future success. 


Another matter which received consider- 
ation from the General Assembly was a 
scheme of federation with churches of other 
missions which are not prepared to enter 
into organic union with us. Tor example, 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Chureh of all India sent its delegate with 
a special request that our body enter into 
negotiations with it with a view to federa- 
tion, if not something more. That august 
body parted with great reluctance from its 
South India Synod, which entered into our 
union, and still desires to keep in close 
touch with the United Church. Then, dele- 
gates from the Wesleyans, the Methodists 
and the Baptists, while expressing their in- 
ability to unite with us organically, were 
nevertheless very anxious to draw into closer 


fellowship and common activity with us on 


lines of federation, A committee was ap- 
pointed to further and to perfect any such 
schemes and to present the same to the next 
General Assembly. 

Thus the spirit of Christian fellowship 
and union is manifesting itself with ever- 
increasing power and is spreading all over 
this great land. Pan-Anglican, Pan-Lu- 
theran, Pan-Presbyterian and various other 
“Pans” are already at work cultivating mu- 
tual 
various branches of each denomination and 
looking amiably into other folds to discover 
incitements to a wider fellowship. 

This union movement has found no warmer 
friends and advocates than those two revered 
fathers in Christ recently called to join “the 
General Assembly and church of the first 
born who are enrolled in heaven.” Dr. 
Jacob Chamberlain was the first moderator 
of the Presbyterian Synod of South India, 
and Dr. James Duthie the first chairman 
of the Congregational General Assembly— 
the two bodies whose union has now been 
consummated. The former spent forty-eight 
vears and the latter fifty-two years of noble 
service for the cause of Christ and of Chris- 
tian union in this land. They both looked 
forward with eagerness to the fulfillment of 
their desire in this union. How glad would 
they have been to have a part in the con- 
summation of their labors and ours. But 
their task was done, and they have gone to 
their reward; but the blessed work in which 
they had so distinguished a part will go on 
from strength to strength, spreading and 
sending down its roots, like the great banian 
tree, until it covers the whole land. 


The former physical director of the pub- 
lic schools of Cleveland, Mr. George W. 
Ehler, before leaving that city to take a 
position as secretary of the Public Schools’ 
Athletic League of Baltimore, publicly de- 
clared that “Cleveland is not raising manly 
boys.” ‘The reason he gave was that most 
of the teachers in the schools are women, 
and that “women inculcate habits of tale- 
bearing when pupils break petty rules, and 
thus the morals of the children are made 
weak. There is no incentive to constructive 
character building effort.” President Thwing 
of Western Reserve University is quoted as 
saying that America ought immediately to 
follow the example of Japan, the land of 
warriors, where four-fifths of the teachers 
are men, in order that “the feminization of 
American youth may be averted.” We are

I do not 
believe God is sorry he made man, nor that 
history is a colossal disappointment, the rec- 
ord of a stupendous failure. | 

Without making light of wickedness, there 
are some sins that need the treatment of 
levity, not gravity. Self-conceit, vanity, 
pride of wealth, need to be laughed out of 
court, rather than to receive the attack of 
the pulpit’s thirteen-inch guns, just as you 


‘use your palm rather than a sledge hammer 


to smite a mosquito on your face, 

The sense of humor is sorely needed in our 
religious equipment. It saves from the ex- 
travagances of the overheated revivalist, 
from the queer exegesis of the “holy-roller,” 
from the crass literalism of Shiloh and Zion | 
City, from the severities of the monastics 
and the rigid legalism of the older Puritans, 

There is a vital relation between happiness 
and goodness. The man who tries to ascend 
into the ethereal realms of bliss by any other 
power than that of simple goodness is at- 
tempting the stars in a gas-filled balloon. 
It will rise only a little way toward heaven, 
spend its vitality and fall to the earth ex- 
hausted. The spiritual aéronaut is forever 
a sadder and wiser man. 

At the same time, let us now and again 
emphasize the effect instead of the cause. 
If you are well grounded in the principle, 
“Be good and you'll be happy,” then for you 
it will be true in its reverse order, “Be 
happy and you'll be good.” Cheerful peo- 
ple about us help us- to think of and also do 
“things honest, lovely and of good report.” 
They create an atmosphere in which pure 
religion thrives and bears fruit. Think hap- 
piness and you will do happy deeds and say 
happy words. Take another gaze at life and 
see if there are not more smiles than tears, 
more virtues than vices, ‘ Hearken and you 
will find that laughter of children far out- 
weighs the ribaldry of barrooms.

NEW C. L, S. PUBLICATIONS. 


The Muhammadan world has recently been 
exercised by the publication of the Gospel of Barn- 
abas. The story of the discovery of this book is an 
interesting one. The book itself is of great import- 
ance to Muhammadans, for it states that Muhbam- 
mad was declared by Jesus Christ to come alter 
Him as the Comforter. Muslims everywhere 
declare that the present Injil, or New Testament, 
is corrupt, and that if the true Injil could be found, 
the claims of Muhammad would be patent to every 
Christian. Many think they have found the true 
gospel in this so-called Gospel of Barnabas. A 
careful study of the book reveals the fact that the 
author was ignorant of the geography of Palestine 
and that he did not know the Quran. The book 
will prove but a broken reed to the Muslim who 
leans upon it, causing wounds deep and grievous to 
him who uses it. The author was evidently an 
[talizn monk who turned Muslim, and wrote the 
“ Gospel,’ not amidst the scenes where the story 
was enacted, but in fendal Italy about the fourteenth 
century. The manuscript was found in the Italian 
language, and Sale refers to a Spanish edition that 
he saw. No traceof an Arabic edition has been dis-

We are through with our meeting with our agents: and I am 
glad to say that the meeting has been one of much helpfulness and of no 
little inspiration to all present. I am enclosing herein aldoy of the 
program of our meetings by which you will see that the various functions 
performed and the different anniversaries celebrated gave abundant 
variety to our exercises during these days.

5000 members; The Home Missionary Society which is very dear to the people, 
which is growing every year and which i8 doing a noble work; the Church 
Union which is our ecclesiastical ody and which (since the organization 
of our United Chureh of South India) has a great deal of business on hand, 


matters of growing importance too. 

But the part of the meetings which found largest importance 
and to which we gave most of the time were the meetings for te spiritus 
uplift which, as you will see, covered altogether many sessions of our 
meeting. We were particularly fortunate this time in securing the services 


of Rev. T.WAlker of Tinnevelly to conduct these meetings. He is known all 


over India for his evangelistic power and fervor. He did noble service 
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snong us and his words left a deep impression upon the minds and hearts 

of our native agents and of ourselves. He was eery well seconded by Mr. 
Middy whose efforts on this line of Christian work are always most heartily 
| appreciated wherever he goes. I am glad to feel that all our men have 
returned to their work strengpthened in purpose and inspired with hope by 


. the gatherings of the past week. I am eonvineed that our mission needs 


nothing more toflay than a new baptism of power and of character upon all 


| of us, and especially upon our native brethren, most of whom are interred 
in villages whose atmosphere is yre@king with moral filth and spiritual 
corruption. 
Yesterser we spent a whole day with our Revresentatives in the 
. discussion of mission business. There were 8 of them present.I am glad to 
B tex that these good brethren impressed me, in the main, with a growing a 
appreciation of the magnitude of the problems with which we are confronted 
and with a desire to solve them in the wisest manner. There are somethings 
which they failed to appreciate, and none more than the limitation of the 


missionary, especially in the matter of funds which are at his disposal. 


Yet even there one can perseive definite growth among them. One of the 
subjects introduced by them was novel, but not supprising in view of 
j the growing spirit of independence in the land. One of the Represe antes” = 
tives raised a question, and earnestly advocated 1% as to thotpef the 
time has not come for the reduction of tee miieteiaay forge with a view .

(7 One of the Committees which reported on this occasion 
was concerned with the present distress in this District and its bearing 


upon our agents. There is no doubt yet that our agents are suffering very 


m seriously, specially those of the lower grade. ‘the price of food is so 


very high that they are unable to furnish themselves with adequate nourish- 


mnent at their present salary: It is not that the times are bad; for there 


is grain and the prosperous farmers are heaping it up with a view of 


getting still higher prices. The cultivators as a class, specially the 


f well-to-do, were probably never more prosperous than at present -- the 


market for their grains is so favourable. But to those like our agents 
who are mere consumers of grain it is very hard.

This however is not compulsory; and there are some of the missionaries who 
do not see how they possibly can do this with justice to their work; for to 
grant this batta means the reduction of their forcef of workers; since 
they cannot at present meet from the appropriations the salaries of their 
azents. It is a serious problem; and our poor agents are suffering very 
badly.

I am interested to. know from your letter that you’ Sub-Committee 
is considering the granting ofa professor to the Union Theological 


Seminary in ‘ndia, and also our new District Confegence Scheme. 


As to the professor, I am not sure that the request of the mission 


is a wise one. If it means that a favorabie action of your 


Committee would necessitate our robbing our mission of a man to 
send to Bangalore, I think it would be unfortunate. No man should 


be sent there until 2 definite substitute is sent out to the Mission 


to take his place. When that is regarded as an essential part of 
our work and our circle is increas:d by one worker as a permanent 


thing, in view of that fact, then it will be a very good thing for 


all concerned. AS for our new scheme in Madura, I think it is very 
good in its general outline and looks in the right directioy, only 
that it has entirely too much of an Bpiscobal squint and takes 
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| 
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us away from our Congregational mooring. That, you know, I do not 


@deprecate in itself, But when it goes away trom our Congregational 


emphasis upon the self-support of every individual church end lumps 

the fund of the whole District and enables a pastor who is lazy and 
unenterprising to hide behind a scheme like that and to secure his 
support from a general fund, while neglecting to develope the financial 
resources,of his own church;s-that I object to.
